Off Gauntanamo, June 15.— (Special.)— An attack by Spanish i 
diers in force is greatly feared. Troops have been crossing- three mi 
up the bay all day in great numbers. Cuban scouts report the Spanish 
soldiers being shipped by train from Santiago toward this point. The 
Spanish believe that American landing will lie made there. The 900 
marines now in camp here are in a very critical position and would have 
much difficulty in holding out against a large army. The naval officers 
fully expected Gen. Shafter's expedition to be in Cuba by this time, but 
the delay at Tampa may cost many valuable lives. 



Spanish Fortifications at La Destroyed. 

Camp McCalla, June 16.— (Special.) — La Caimanera. across Guan- 
tanamo bay from here, was bombarded yesterday.
